THE INQUEST. 

Mr. John Humphreys, the coroner for East Middlesex, opened an 
inquiry on Monday at the Orown and !«ek Tavern, Dea!-«t-eet, 
M ie-*nd № w-town, проп view of the bodies of Mra Francis Back- 
iogbem end Mre Mary Aon Gribbin 

The jury having been empanelled, proceeded to view the bodies 
of the деовввед, and the place where they had been found. Albert- 
cottages form а tastefaily-built row of houses, the property of the 
Metropolitan Ohambere Oompany. The house lately inhabited by 
the Backinghame consisted of two floors, the upper one being that 
occupied by them. They did not rent the whole cottage, but the 
upper floor, or fiat, wes complete in itself, and wae divided into a 
back and front parlour, Communicating by в door, and в kitoben and 
water-closet. Tre front room was that in which the bodies of the 
two аівѓегв were found—that of Mrs Gribbin bsing in a kneeling 
attitude, near the door communieasting with the staircase; and that 
of Mre. Backingham lying near the door between the two rooms, 
and her head partly іп (he doorway. It wes in tbe back room that 
the husband of the latter wee fonnd lying nearly naked on the floor. 
The rooms wereamply farniehed with solid mahogany articles, and 
gave the impression that the abode was that of a respectable family

The kidneys were granular; (Бө epleen and 
the bladder wasempty. 1 made a post mortem examination of the 
buéy of Mre. Gribbin. It was thet of в middie-eged stout woman. 
It was exceedingly dirty, especially the feet. There was slight 
rigor mortis There was no ap, се of violence. The face угаа 
very muoh discoloured, apparently from the position in whieh the 
body was found. Те cornea were both very dull; but the pupils 
—ratherdilated—oould be seen through them. The left lateral inoisor 
tooth of the upper jaw was loosened. The cuticle was peeling off all 
over the chest and abdomen, especíal'y on tue left sde, on which the 
body had partly lain. Theaku!l was carefally opened and tbe brain 
examined Тһе ekoll cep was from а quarter of аа inch to half an 
inch in thickness. On the upper surface of tho left 1 ewiephere of 
the brain the arachnoid was somewhat opaque. The braiu sub- 
stavoe cut попвовПу firm, like а spirit drinker's.

THE WOUNDED BF- 
FORE PETERS- 
BURG. 


BATURDAY morning 
our army met with a 
bad defeat through the 
blundering of our offi- 
cers. It was not the 
fault of our men, for 
men never fo ht 
barder. Sunday morn- 
ing, in company with 
Mr. Вїайег, one of our 
agents, I ro'e out to 
the front. We called 
on Ше co'erel who led 
the firet brigade in the 
fight..

We went slong the tra- 
verses or trenches until 
we came to tbe first 
battery. The first notice 
we had of the rebels’ 
presence was the whiz- 
zing of а shell over our 
heads. It burst asbort 
distance from ug, bat 
did no barm. From 
the battery everything 
was in view. A few 
yards in front of us 
was опг edvance live 
of works, and less tban 
100 yarde from these 
works stood what was 
left of the once famous 
fort, now nothing bat 
a heap of dirt. To the 
right end left of thie 
roin ran the rebel 
Wines. From опг posi- 
tion on the bills we 
could see the rebels 
busy throwing ор otber 
works Between tha 
works lay nearly 500 
of our dead and wound- 
ed. Just imegine! 
Nearly 500 men dead 
and woun-ed within a 
space of 200 feet, some 
with tbeir legs shot 
off pulling themselves 
along towardsonr lines. 
Tbe colonel had а 
powerful glass, and 
when [ came to lock 
*hrough that the sivbt 
was awful. You cou'd 
see every movement. 
One poor fel'ow, who 
was Бу wounded in 
both legs and in one 
haud, worked himself 
along on bis elbows for 
nearly ien feet. When 
he came to а dead man 
be would reach out fer 
the c«n'een, take it np 
an’ shake it to вее if it 
contained any water. 
The first three that be 
lifted up evidently had 
nothing in them, bnt 
in the fourth he found 
his reward. After be 
had taken up the first 
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and found nothing in it, he turned 
his face towards our lines, and, 
with a look I never shall nor can 
forget, raised himself up, stretched 
out his band and moved it back- 
ward and forward, as if beckon- 
ing for some one to come out 
вод help him, and then fell back 
completely exhausted.

FEARr UL COLLISION IN 
THE ВИТА. 
FOUNDERING OF A STEAMER AND 
LOSS OF TRE CAPTAIN. 


EanLY on tbe morning of the 
24th ult. а very fearfal collision 
took place in the S win, near the 
Maplin Sands, è few miles below 
the Nore, between the John Fen- 
wick and Amity, sorew steam- 
ships, which resulted in the sink- 
ing of the letter vessel and the 
loss of Captain Witherwick, the 
commander. TheJohn Fenwick 
was опа voyage from the North 
to London, coal laden, and the 
Amity was in ballast, proceeding 
to the Tyne, from the Thames. 
Both ships were powerful vessels, 
and had been some time employed 
on the north coast. The collision 
took place about а mile from the 
Maplin light, which bore N.E.; 
the tide was meking, with rather 
a strong ses on. The vessels 
came together with great force, 
the Amity being struck on the 
starboard side, just before the low k-out ‘bridge. It wes inme- 
diately discovered that the middle compartment was filling, and the 
unfortunate commender, Oaptain Wither wick, at once resolved to 
rua her on the Meplin Sand, in order to prevent her sinking ia 
deep water. He accordingly made for the sand, and she grounded 
forward. The John Fenwick followed her, and anchored а short 
distance from the sand, in order to be in attendance to вате the 
crew. Some of the hands of the Amity went on board the Joho 
Fenwiok, and otbers took to a boat which was hanging astern 
of the disabled vessel. Captain Witherwick, the mate, and some 
of the engineers, remsiaed on board in order to see what would 
become of her, and whether there woald be any chance of repairing 
the damage, and floating her. About half-past three o'olook, 
after she had been on the sand two or three hours, the atern was 
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seen to gradually disappear under water, and the stesmer apparently 
814 off che sand and went down in several fathoms. 

The captain and mate were in the cabin at the time, arranging 
some papers, and the mate succeeded iu getting out, and, with the 
otbers who were on board, ran up the mizenmast rigging, but the 
ill-fated master, it is tbought, failed in escaping from the cabin, and 
must во Бате been drowned. The boats from the John Fenwick 
were immediately put off, and rescued those who were clinging to 
tne rigging of the topmast of the sunken vessel. The men who 
were in the boat astern of the Amity, perceiving the stern sinking, 
called out to the ceptain and his companion to loge no time in 
leaving, as the vessel was geing down; and the boat was only cast 
off ае аз, moment. Lhe John Fenwick, after all hope was 
given"up of saving the captain, proceeded оп her voyage up the 
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Thames. The sunken steamer 
lies close to the edge of the 
Maplin Sands, and divers are to 
be sent down wiih the view of 
finding the body of the captain, 
and to ascertain the condition of 
the ship. The deceased officer, 
who was much respected in the 
trade, had in his possession when 
he perished a gold watch and 
chain, and more than 201. in gold. 
in the course of the morning se- 
veral luggers from the Colne, 
Southend, and other places alon 
the coast, came off to the wi 
for the purpose of seeing what 
they could pick up. It is stated 
that both steamers exbibited the 
usual lights, and that the collision 
arose from some mistake as to (he 
course one of the vessels should 
have pursued.

It is 
certain, however, that th. ae restrictions are inoperative. Numerous 
deaths have occurred from the sdminstration of white areem'o 
—two during the past усаг. It is sold, moreover, on the 
most frivolous pretences to almost эру  epplicant; and 
even when it is coloured the precaution effords little protection 
except when the poison is mixed with liquids. The better class of 
druggists do not ве] it by retail 7 һе grocer, chandler, oilman, 
зид village shopkeeper ме its principal vendors, and its great 
ckeapness—the price of an ounce being only è penny or twopence 
— places it within the reach of even the poorest person. The sals 
of otber poisons is free from these ine@eotive restrictions. The 
lower class of drug dee/ers have few scruples in. selling them, and 
whether they are wanted for murder or for suicide they аге readily 
Obiainable by the poorest or the most casual applicant The 
danger to the general public, however, from the mere facility of 
obtaining poisons depends upon the probability of being exposed 
to восі а crime, and except во far as sueh facility increases tempta- 
tion the danger is but that of murder. Bat the danger threatened 
by a careless dispensing of droge is both extensive end serious, and 
Dr. Taylor's report ia almost more alarming on this point then on 
the other. A large number о! persons wholly unacquainted with the 
properties of powerful drugs are allowed to retail them to the 
public on demand without check or control, end that great mistakes 
must arise in consequence is obvious. Bat this danger 19 increased 
& hundred-lold by the practice of keeping innocent medicines and 
poisonous compounds res mbling each other on shelves or drawers 
in close proximity. Leudanum, tipoture of rhuberb, senna, and 
black draughts, like each other in colour, may be seem standing side 
by side, in botiles of like size ard shape, and with labels easily 
mistaken by the ignorant or careless. Biryohnine may be side by 
side with ja'apine, morphia, and quinine. It js no wonder if many 
cases are known in which laudanum and strychnine bave been 
given in place of innocent tinctures and have caused death. The 
danger reaches its height in villsge shops, where draperies and 
groceries, and drugs and poisons, are all kept and sold in confusion. 
Taylor has known instances in 
common demand 
hee been sold with а fatal admixture cf arsenic. In one case where 
arsenic had been given instead of arrowroot, end had killed the 
consumer, & witness who went to the shop after the accident found 
“пое, corrosive sublimate, jalap, and oxalic acid in different 
papers in the same drawer, and all under the care of en ignorant 
boy.” Even in the sale of poisons upon & large scale, similar mis- 
takes have been knewn to follow from the same carelessness, 
Twelve pounds of white arsenic have been sold inatead of plaster of 
Paris, and have been used to adulterate losenges, or thirty pounds 
of lead have been sent, perhaps, instead of alum to a miller, and 
used for admixture with eighty sacks of four. In the one case, at 
Bradford, arsenical lozenges killed seventeen persons and severely 
injured 188 others; in the other case no fewer than five hundred 
ns were more or less affeoted—none, indeed, fatally, but some 
with great severity—by the poisoning of their bread with lead.
